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Libraries 
in towns 
may have 
to close 

FIVE libraries in Sandwell 
face being shut down, 
moved or downscaled un¬ 
der plans to save £700,000 
in the next two years. 

Sandwell Council will 
launch a consultation on 
proposals which will cover 
a range of options from clo¬ 
sure to combining services 
with community centres and 
libraries being run by more 
volunteers. 

The five libraries being 
reviewed are Hill Top in 
West Bromwich, Oakham 
in Tividale, Langley, Brand- 
hall and Rounds Green, all 
in Oldbury, which bosses 
say are the ‘quietest’ in the 
borough. 

But they say shutting 
them would be a ‘last re¬ 
sort’ and they would look at 
ways to keep them open al¬ 
though they admit jobs are 
at risk under the review. 
The options include con¬ 
verting them into smaller 
‘express’ libraries and mov¬ 
ing them to different sites 
with staff provided by other 
organisations. 

They will also consider 
moving them to alternative 
premises, keeping them 
open on the same sites but 
either run by more volun¬ 
teers or with sharing the 
buildings with other ser¬ 
vices. The final option will 
be to keep them the same. A 
decision will be made before 
the end of the year. 

Houses get 
£450k boost 

A ROW of seven homes 
have been given a £450,000 
revamp. 

Friendship Care and 
Housing has carried out the 
work on rundown properties 
in Stanley Grove, Spark- 
brook, Birmingham. 

The properties, which 
were previously unusable, 
have now been converted 
into two bedroom rooms. 

An overgrown area by the 
properties, which was rid¬ 
dled with building materials 
and rubbish and attracted 
vermin, has been turned 
into a communal garden. 


OFFENDERS GET 
CHIPS REWARD 


YOUNG people who have been caus¬ 
ing trouble in their neighbourhoods 
are being taken out for fish and chips 
by police in a bid to get them to 
change their ways. 

It is part of a scheme which sees 11 to 16-year- 
olds carry out community projects such as 
painting fences, weeding gardens and remov¬ 


ing graffiti to make up 
as vandalism. 

When their work is done, 
the group is taken down a 
nearby chip shop in Tipton 
as part of the pilot project 
run by West Midlands Po¬ 
lice. So far around 40 young¬ 
sters have been through the 
programme and the force 
claims the move helps cut 
re-offending as officers 
are able to talk to the the 
youths. 

The project could be 
rolled out across the West 
Midlands after police chiefs 
highlighted the scheme as 
‘good practice’. Pc John 
Tranter, who has helped led 
the scheme said: “If any kids 
cause anti-social behaviour 
in our area and the same 
names come up, I speak to 
their parents and say I want 
to steer them out of trouble. 

“They all sign a form and 
I go and find jobs for them to 
do. They have two or three

days with me and I can talk 
to them about where things 
are going wrong. On the last 
day, to finish things off, we 
go to the chip shop.” 

Pc Tranter takes up to six 
youngsters for each set of 
sessions. One group helped 
paint a playground at St 
Paul’s Primary School in 
Tipton two weeks ago. When 
one resident complained of 
youths throwing apples, Pc 
Tranter arranged for the 
perpetrators to clean around 
the nearby canals, much to 
the delight of the victim. 

“They called us and when 
they saw what we were 
doing and we told them why 
they were there and they 
thought it was a fantastic 
idea. By the time we get to 
the chip shop they’re like 
new people.” 


NIP hits out over report 

WEST Bromwich MP Tom Watson as branded a report 
detailing gang rapes, grooming and sexual exploitation of 
1,400 children as ‘horrific’. 

Mr Watson, who has raised allegations of historical child 
sex abuse in the Commons, spoke out after it was revealed 
no council employees would face disciplinary action follow¬ 
ing a 16-year period of abuse in Rotherham. 

But Rotherham Council leader Roger Stone resigned fol¬ 
lowing the publication of a shocking report which showed 
abuse on a wide scale in the South Yorkshire town.Mr 
Watson said: “This report is horrific. These children were 
abused and they were let down. Lessons must be learned.”

IT once played host to stars of the 
silver screen during the heyday of 
Hollywood. But now a grade II list¬ 
ed former cinema in Great Barr is 
making a comeback - as a stylish 
new restaurant. 

The former Clifton Cinema, in 
the Tower Hill area, had lain empty 
for six years after operating as a 
bingo hall for three decades. 

It was finally boarded up in 2008 
but over the years it was subjected 
to a number of vandalism attacks. 

This included an arson attack in 
January 2012 which caused signifi¬ 
cant smoke and structural damage. 

Work to transform the building 
started in the spring after Birming¬ 
ham City Council granted planning 
permission for the scheme. 


Contractors began by re-securing 
the front of the building ahead of a 
major revamp project to transform 
the inside. 

Cinema owner, Mohammed Ma¬ 
munur Rashid, is behind the rede¬ 
velopment plan with the restaurant 
now set to open. Inside its tiered 
seating has made way for a newly 
carpeted auditorium now complete 
with dozens of tables for diners. 

A large chandelier now takes 
centre stage lighting the vast high 
ceiling. It has been repainted in a 
brilliant white with golden colours 
used to pick out details around the 
walls and where the screen once 
was. A mezzanine floor has now 
been constructed around each side 
of the dining area.

Market 
hall set 
for huge 
facelift 

THE iconic market hall 
in West Bromwich, which 
attracts 120,000 visitors a 
week, will be given a six-fig¬ 
ure facelift as part of the 
next phase of the town cen¬ 
tre’s regeneration. 

A new entrance way will 
be created to the market, 
which is inside the town’s 
Kings Square shopping cen- 

The £110,000 project 
aims to make the market 
hall more attractive shop¬ 
pers to boost businesses and 
traders. 

The news has been an¬ 
nounced as part of a con¬ 
tinued campaign to improve 
the town and encourage 
more visitors, which in¬ 
cluded the opening of the 
£200 million New Square 
centre last July. 

Councillor Ian Jones, 
in charge of regeneration 
at Sandwell Council, said: 
“The work is part of our 
ongoing commitment to en¬ 
hance the shopping experi¬ 
ence and help boost business 
in West Bromwich.” 

The work on the market, 
which has 65 stalls as well 
as a dedicated food hall, will 
include the demolition of an 
existing shop to make way 
for the entranceway to the 
market hall. 

The plinth of a current 
market stall inside the hall 
will also be removed to open 
up floor space, and the area 
will be redecorated.

Toilet toil on track to wipe out Pendolino Pong

THE infamous toilet pong that blights pas¬ 
sengers’ rail journeys has been sniffed out 
with a multi-million pound overhaul, which 
bosses hope is making their journeys better. 

Rail companies like Virgin Trains and Lon¬ 
don Midland have spent vast sums on improv¬ 
ing the conveniences on board or the systems 
for emptying their tanks. 

Meanwhile a council and rail company are 
in talks over the future of one of the worst rail 
station toilets in the West Midlands. Facilities 
at Sandwell and Dudley station were so bad 
they prompted Twitter user Ryan Cudlipp to 
take a picture of the metal bowl and wooden 
seat. 


The loo in question is believed to be the 
responsibility of Sandwell Council although 
normally such conveniences are down to rail 
companies to maintain. Sandwell’s environ¬ 
ment boss Councillor Maria Crompton, is 
looking into it. 

She said: “Sandwell Council is currently 
negotiating with representatives from Net¬ 
work Rail and Centro regarding responsi¬ 
bility for future maintenance and cleansing 
services at the Sandwell and Dudley train 
station toilets.” 

Work has been taking place since last year 
on a £3.5 million refurbishment of the Virgin 
Trains fleet to remove the smell of the toilets 


from train corridors. All 56 Pendolinos and 21 
diesel Voyagers have had the overhaul. The 
problem, dubbed the ‘Pendolino Pong’ was 
caused because the tanks, which hold half a 
ton of waste, had a ventilation outlet near the 
air conditioning inlets on the trains. So the 
smells were blown around the corridors. 

And now they’re hoping passengers are 
noticing the difference. Spokeswoman Sarah 
Fernandes said: “We’ve just finished an over¬ 
haul programme of our toilets. There was 
work on the air conditioning to remove the 
smell and alter the air flow in the carriages 
and corridors. It’s made a big difference and 
created a better environment on board.” 


Jumping for joy after 
students' GCSE results

THOUSANDS of hard-working 
students in Sandwell are cele¬ 
brating a bumper crop of GCSE 
results. 

Nationally, the proportion of GCSEs 
awarded a C or higher rose for the first 
time in three years, but national fig¬ 
ures also showed large swings in Eng¬ 
lish and maths results. 

At Wood Green Academy, in Wednesbury, 
59 per cent of students achieved five or 
more GCSEs, including English and maths, 
with A* to C grades and 70 per cent of stu¬ 
dents achieved five or more GCSEs with A* 
to C grades. 

In total, 98 per cent of students achieved 
five or more GCSEs and 96 per cent of stu¬ 
dents achieved five or more GCSEs, includ¬ 
ing English and maths, with A* to C grades. 

Wood Green Academy headteacher James 
Topham said: “Following on from our suc¬ 
cess with A-level results, we are absolutely 
delighted with our GCSE results. 

Achievements 

“GCSEs are the key to future learning 
and employment. We are all incredibly 
proud of the achievements of our students, 
the vast majority of whom will move seam¬ 
lessly onto further education in the sixth 
form, college or onto employment. 

“This is another marvellous day for 
everyone who is associated with Wood 
Green Academy and I would like to con¬ 
gratulate everybody who has been involved 
in helping these young people achieve their 
success. 

“Parents, carers, teachers, support staff 
and friends have all helped in producing 
such superb results.” 

Stuart Bathurst Catholic High School 
College of Performing Arts celebrated a rise 
in results for the second year running. 

This year’s results are the best the school 
has ever recorded with the percentage of 
students gaining five or more GCSEs at 
grade A*-C, including English and maths, 
at 57 per cent - a seven per cent improve¬ 
ment on last year’s results with 75 per cent 
of students achieving A*-C grades in Eng¬ 
lish language and 66 per cent of students 
achieving grade A*-C in maths. 

At Ormiston Forge Academy in Crad- 


ley Heath 56 per cent of year 11 students 
achieved five A*-C grades, including Eng¬ 
lish and maths, while 73 per cent of stu¬ 
dents achieved five A*-C grades, in spite of 
declining national trends. 

Councillor Simon Hackett, Sandwell 
Council’s cabinet member for children’s 
services, said: “The dedication and hard 
work of pupils and staff is clear. 

“Some schools have recorded excellent re¬ 
sults which show just how far we have come 
in Sandwell.” 

One student in Great Barr has more 
reason than most to be proud of his GCSE 
success. 

Luke Sookdeo, from Perry Beeches Acad¬ 
emy, has earned an A in English literature 


and an A* in drama. Luke has suffered from 
bullying and several family health scares. 

The 16-year-old, who also achieved four 
further A grades and a D, said: “I am just 
so overwhelmed. I’m so thankful for all the 
teachers and the staff who’ve helped me 
along in the year and my mentors. 

“I worked really hard on every subject, 
but the one which was the hardest was Eng¬ 
lish literature.” 

Luke, who is about to join the youth com¬ 
pany of Birmingham Repertory Theatre, 
said his family would be overwhelmed. 

Across the country headteachers reported 
volatile results and warned that for some 
students it could affect their chances of a 
place at a top university or their opportu¬ 


nity to go on to sixth form or college. Re¬ 
sults for England, Wales and Northern 
Ireland showed a sharp drop in English 
grades with 61.7 per cent of entries scoring 
A*-C - down 1.9 percentage points from last 
summer in the biggest drop in history. 

Maths saw an opposite result with 62.4 
per cent of entries gaining an A*-C grade - 
up a massive 4.8 percentage points on 2013. 

Exam chiefs suggested that the changes 
in results were down to recent education 
reforms, including removing speaking and 
listening from final English grades - a de¬ 
cision that means in England only a pupil’s 
first attempt at an exam would count in 
school league tables - a move which has hit 
early and multiple entries.

MP under fire over flag comments 


A MP has come under fire for argu¬ 
ing that Black Country flags should 
have been sourced from a Midlands 
manufacturer rather than be made 
in Taiwan. 

Thousands of people attended 
events marking Black Country Day 
last month after campaigners or¬ 
ganised a festival of themed events. 
The distinctive red and black flag, 
designed by schoolgirl Gracie Shep¬ 


pard, was selected as the area’s own 
flag and is now recognised by the 
Government. People rushed to buy 
the flags in the build up to July 14 
with stores selling out due to high 
demand. But Black Country Festi¬ 
val organisers sourced flags for the 
day from a Taiwan manufacturer 
more than 6,000 miles away. 

Festival founder Gaz Sawers said 
he had been unable to find a Mid¬ 


lands manufacturer to supply the 
flags in bulk for the big day. He 
said one quote was £75 per flag for 
larger versions. 

But Dudley South MP Chris Kelly 
caused a storm after saying that the 
flags should have been made by a 
local firm or from a UK manufac¬ 
turer. “Black Country Day was first 
held last year and they have had 12 
months to source a local supplier,” 


he said. ” But Councillor Pete Lowe, 
Dudley Council’s deputy leader hit 
back: “They tried to source them lo¬ 
cally, but no-one could provide the 
amount required within the times¬ 
cale. Why a millionaire Tory would 
want to try and pick fault with the 
best community-led festival in years 
is beyond me. I’m proud of what our 
community did and advise them to 
ignore the detractors.” 


Right-to-buy cheats 
fail in freedom bid 


A PAIR of fraudsters who were jailed for try¬ 
ing to cheat the right-to-buy scheme have 
lost their bids for freedom. 

Zaynab Hamza, aged 45, and her close friend Sabi¬ 
na Ahmed, 29, lied in two failed bids to buy a house 
in Smethwick at a reduced rate from Sandwell 
Council. But they were caught out and each jailed 
for 20 months at Wolverhampton Crown Court in 


dune. 

Hamza, of Darlaston 
Road, Walsall, admitted 
eight counts of fraud, and 
Ahmed, of Trafalgar Road, 
Smethwick, seven. 

Their lawyers appealed to 
top judges at the Court of 
Appeal for the sentences to 
be suspended, but saw their 
cases dismissed. 

Mr Justice King, sitting 
in London with Lord Jus¬ 
tice Davis and Mr Justice 
Holroyde, said they de¬ 
served what they got for the 
planned fraud. 

The court heard the pair 
made two applications to the 
council in 2011 and 2012 to 
buy a property in Thimble- 
mill Road, Smethwick. To 
satisfy the requirements 
of the scheme, they falsely 
claimed to be sisters, that 
Hamza had lived in the 
property since 2004 and 
that Ahmed had been there 
for a year. 

In fact, they were only 
close friends and Hamza 
had links to numerous other 
homes in the Midlands and 
Scotland. 

If their first application 
had been successful, they

would have been able to buy 
the property at a £26,000 
discount, whereas the sec¬ 
ond would have been almost 
£50,000 cheaper. Appealing 
against their sentences, 
lawyers for the pair argued 
that 20-month terms were 
too long. 

They both also had per¬ 
sonal mitigation which 
should have allowed the 
crown court judge to sus¬ 
pend the sentences, their 
lawyers said. Both had trou¬ 
bled backgrounds, while 
Hamza was a mother-of-six 
and sole carer to the young¬ 
est three of her children, the 
court was told. 

Giving judgment, Mr Jus¬ 
tice King said: “Ultimately 
we find ourselves with no 
sympathy with any of these 
submissions. 

“This was a serious case 
of fraud. It is sorry to have 
to record that both have, 
in their respective ways, 
sought to dilute their indi¬ 
vidual culpability - but, in 
truth, both well knew what 
they were doing.”

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£2m for 
medics as 
more calls 
are made 

WEST Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service has been given 
a cash boost of £2 million 
to help it cope with a huge 
surge in the number of 999 
calls it receives. 

This year alone an extra 
162 emergency calls have 
been made every day com¬ 
pared to 2013. Bosses wel¬ 
comed the extra money and 
said it was ‘much needed’. 

The money will be given 
to Sandwell and West Bir¬ 
mingham Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group (CCG), which 
commissions the service in 
the West Midlands. But it 
is allocated on the basis of 
999 call volumes and must 
be used to support the am¬ 
bulance service. 

The £2m will be spent on 
increasing ambulance cover 
across the West Midlands. 
Calls increase by around five 
per cent this year, and has 
done for the past 15 years. 
The trust receives around 
100 000 calls ever hour, 
every single day. 

But this year it has re¬ 
ceived an increase of 20,000 
between April and July, 
compared to the same pe¬ 
riod last year. 

The trust has been re¬ 
cruiting more paramedics 
and front line staff in recent 
years in a bid to ensure that 
every emergency vehicle has 
a paramedic working on it.

TWO thieves who cleaned out 
a store of its stock of shampoo 
and other cleaning products 
are being hunted by police af¬ 
ter their heads and shoulders 
were captured on CCTV equip¬ 
ment.

Security to 
be boosted 
at co-ops 

NEW security measures are 
being brought in at Co-ops 
around the Black County to 
stop thefts of cigarettes and 
tobacco. 

Bosses at the Midcoun¬ 
ties Co-operative are tak¬ 
ing action after their stores 
became regular targets for 
shoplifters and armed raid¬ 
ers. The new crackdown 
will see a distinctive mark 
added to cigarette packets 
and bottles of booze at shops 
around the region, includ¬ 
ing Dudley, Wolverhampton 
and Walsall. 

The scheme - backed 
by West Midlands Police 
- will work alongside ex¬ 
isting measures, such as 
electronic tags and alarms, 
to deter thieves from steal¬ 
ing the products and dis¬ 
courage people from buying 
cigarettes from suspicious 
sources. 

Each participating store 
will place security notices 
on their entrance doors and 
at cigarette kiosks to make 
shoppers aware. 

Shop thefts account for 52 
per cent of all retail crime in 
the UK and this criminal 
activity costs convenience 
stores £44 million every 
year. 


The raid took place at a 
Tesco Express store ATM on 
Hamstead Road, Hamstead. 

Three people were trying 
to break into the cash ma¬ 
chine when police arrived 
on the scene, and one of the 
offenders smashed the win¬ 
dow of the police car with a 
sledgehammer, hitting the 
officer in the arm and head 
in the process. 

The gang then fled in a in 
what is believed to be a dark 
coloured, high powered, 
Audi A6 estate which was 
using false number plates. 

Police confirmed the of¬ 
ficer was from Sandwell and 
had been serving with the 
force since 2007, but would 
not name him. He was taken 
to hospital following the at¬ 
tack but has since been dis¬ 
charged. 

Chief Inspector Havrvi 
Khatkar, from West Mid¬ 
lands Police, said: “Day in, 
day out, our officers put 
their safety on the line to 
protect the public. 

“Thankfully in this case 
the officer escaped major in¬ 
jury, but these were clearly 
desperate thieves who must 
be tracked down. As the 
gang drove off, the boot of 
the car was open. People 
who were in the area at the 
time may remember this.” 

The store was closed at 
the time and no-one else was 
injured. All three men were 
dressed in dark coloured 
clothing and had their faces 
covered. Anyone with infor¬

MARK ANDREWS reports 
on a soldier who lost both 
his legs and has become 
one of Harry’s heroes 

CLIVE Smith was lying on the 
ground amid a thick cloud of 
dust after a roadside bomb had 
exploded in Afghanistan’s Hel¬ 
mand Province. 

“I tried to get up, and kept falling 
over again, and I thought ‘this is a 
bit weird’,” he recalls. 

But he quickly discovered why he 
couldn’t get up - the explosion had taken 
away both his legs. 

“I didn’t feel it at the time,” says the 
soldier, who had just been promoted to 
the rank of Lance Corporal. 

“I was looking around to see who was 
injured, it was another three or four min¬ 
utes before I realised it was me.” 

That was in October 16, 2010. Now, al¬ 
most four years on, the 28-year-old was 
welcomed by Prince Harry as one of the 
130 British representatives at the launch 
of his inaugural Invictus Games, an in¬ 
ternational sporting event for wounded, 
injured and sick service personnel. 

Training 

Clive, from Rugeley Road, Hednesford, 
will represent Britain at cycling in the 
games at the Queen Elizabeth Olympic 
Park in London from September 10 to 
14. In all, more than 400 competitors 
from 14 nations will take part. 

Clive, who has been training three 
days a week after securing a place in the 
England cycling time trials squad, says it 
was a privilege to meet the Prince. 

He says: “The games are Harry’s baby 
and it was really nice to meet him and 
speak to him about my training. 

“He asked each of the 130 squad mem¬ 
bers how they were getting on and joked 
with us all which was nice. My training 


is going really well and I am going out 
on the bike three to four times a week.” 

Clive, who was serving with 33 Engi¬ 
neer Regiment when he was injured in 
the Nahr-e Saraj district of Helmand, 
said the Help For Heroes and Royal 
British Legion charities played a huge 
role in helping him find rehabilitation 
through sport. 

During April 2012 he spent a week 
involved in adaptive sports and adven¬ 
ture training at the Battle Back Centre, 
Lilleshall for the recovery of wounded 
service personnel. 

“I tried a bit of everything, wheel¬ 
chair basketball, rock climbing, bowl¬ 
ing, but it was cycling where I really 


found my niche.” The training for the 
Invictus Games is tough, but Clive is 
quietly confident he will be able to give 
his best when the games begin. 

“The most I’ve done in one session is 
70 miles so I think I will be fine when it 
comes to the games,” he says. 

“Being at the launch was fantastic 
and it was great to be back in the com¬ 
pany of some of the guys who I met in 
rehab. I am really looking forward to 
it.” 

When Prince Harry launched the 
games he congratulated those who had 
made the British team saying, “These 
men and women have achieved so much 
already but being selected for this team 


is another significant milestone in their 
life beyond injury.” 

He said the games were not just for 
those taking part, but for the ‘wider 
family’ and added that the team would 
not just be competing for themselves but 
for their ‘mates’. 

Lance-Corporal Smith was leading his 
men on a routine foot patrol when he 
suffered his injuries. 

He walked in front of the patrol, 
sweeping the ground with his Vallon de¬ 
tecting machine in a bid to locate road¬ 
side bombs. 

It later emerged that the device had 
been cunningly made with a low metal 
content, reducing the chance of detec¬ 
tion. 

Disregarding their own safety, his 
comrades dashed to give him medical 
treatment, applying tourniquets to his 
damaged legs to stop the bleeding. 

Battlefield 

“They saved my life,” he says. “If they 
hadn’t done what they did, I wouldn’t 
be here.” 

The soldier was evacuated from the 
battlefield, treated at the British field 
hospital at Camp Bastion, before being 
flown back to Birmingham’s Queen Eliz¬ 
abeth Hospital, which has its own spe¬ 
cial military wing. 

Five weeks later, Clive was beginning 
the gruelling recovery process which 
now enables him to walk on two artifi¬ 
cial legs. 

He was chosen as the face of the 2012 
Poppy Appeal, and earlier this year Can¬ 
nock Chase District Council named a 
road after him. 

In November last year, the keen 
Wolves fan also achieved his lifelong 
dream of walking out onto the pitch at 
Molineux, before the League One game 
against Stevenage. 

And, despite his life-changing injuries, 
Clive says he has no regrets about his 
chosen career in the forces. 

“I have had 10 wonderful years, and I 
wouldn’t have changed it at all,” he said.

IT was disheartening to see the 
war of words between Tory MP 
Chris Kelly and Labour coun¬ 
cillor Pete Lowe over the Black 
Country flag. 

Mr Kelly reckons organisers 
of the hugely-successful Black 
Country Festival should have 
sourced them locally, or at least 
in the UK, rather than from Tai¬ 
wan. Councillor Lowe, standing 
as Parliamentary candidate in 
Stourbridge next year, makes 
the valid point that there was not 
a lot of time to get so many flags 
and that we happened to see 
them flown all over the world in 
the run-up to and after the fes¬ 
tival. 

But then he slightly spoils it by 
saying: “Why a millionaire Tory 
would want to try and pick fault 
with the best community-led 
festival in years is beyond me.” 

That’s a bit of a cheap shot. 
An MP is entitled to his opinion 
whether he’s wealthy or not. And 
it is nothing to do with which 
political party he’s from either. 
Labour MPs such as Warley’s 
John Spellar have championed 
producing things in Britain too. 

I don’t agree with Mr Kelly’s 
point, although I can see where 
he’s coming from. After all, when 
we’re flying the flag for an area 
that’s proud of making things, 
it’s ironic that it carries a label 
saying it’s made in Taiwan. 

However, he is probably 
nit-picking unnecessarily when 
you consider just how good the 
festival was and what it’s done 
for pride in where we’re from and 
what we’ve achieved. 

But one of the best things 
about it was how it was a real 
community effortbacked by 
councillors of all parties in all 
boroughs,This was an event all 
about celebrating our common 
ground. What a shame it’s been 
used as a political football. 

One thing I’d like to see the 
new police and crime commis¬ 
sioner for the West Midlands 
David Jamieson to do is lobby 
the Home Office for a change in 
the legislation on what happens 
when a ‘vacancy’ occurs. 

I use the quote marks be¬ 
cause that’s a rather clinical 
and unfeeling way of describing 
the death of an incumbent. Bob 
Jones had only passed away 
a few hours before councillors 
were forced to discuss the pro¬ 
cess for a by-election owing to 
a rule within the Police Reform 
and Social Responsibility Act 
that required it be held within 35 
days. 

That left us in the situation of 
people going to the polls in Au¬ 
gust when a lot of people are 
away. Those who were around to 
vote weren’t interested in doing 
so. A little more time to plan the 
election, spread the word, hold 
public meetings and explain 
what the role is even for might 
have made a difference. 

As it stands the Government 
will be able to shrug off the poor 
turnout as being the time of year, 
rather than a sign that, two years 
on people still don’t really know 
what the PCC role is all about.

Hit-and-run victim hits 
out at 2-year jail term

THE victim of a hit and run 
is dismayed at the sentence 
handed out to a man involved 
in the incident which left him 
in a coma for six weeks. 

Father-of-two Simon Oldnall 
is lucky to be alive after being 
knocked down while crossing a 
road in West Bromwich last year. 

At Wolverhampton Crown Court on 
Friday, 29-year-old Daninder Rai, of 
Higgins Walk, Smethwick, was jailed 
for two years after admitting pervert¬ 
ing the course of justice following the 
crash. 

He falsely claimed to have sold his 
car before it was involved in the in¬ 
cident by forging a receipt, and gave 
police a false alibi. 

Rai maintains he was the passenger 
in the car, and entered his guilty plea 
on the basis that he was not driving. 

Mr Oldnall, from Anson Road in 
West Bromwich, was left in a coma 
and received a broken neck, shoulder, 
legs, and a punctured lung after the 
crash with the Volkswagen Golf in 
Black Lake on April 26 last year, and 
has been left with brain damage. 

Now he is incensed at the sentence 
handed to Rai - but says he wishes he 
had been in court to see his face as he 
was sent down. 

Mr Oldnall, aged 44, said: “I think 
he should have been sent down for 
longer. 

“My injuries are life-changing, I 
don’t think I will be able to work again 
whereas before I was a self-employed 
carpet fitter earning quite a bit of 
money. 

“But now Christmas will be rubbish 
for my kids, because I’m still waiting 
for the compensation. We don’t know 
what I’m going to get yet. 

“He will be out in a year, and to me, 
for what he’s done in trying to cover 


his tracks, he should have been pun¬ 
ished a lot worse. I wish I could get 
my hands on him, what he’s put me 
through and the anger I feel.” 

Mr Oldnall said that before the 
court case he was told there was no 
possibility of Rai being sentenced on 
the day, and only found out through 
a phone call from the police that he 


had been jailed. He said: “I wanted to 
be there, I would have loved to have 
known what his reaction was when he 
was sentenced. 

“I’m a bit annoyed that I wasn’t 
there.” 

Rai was also banned from driving for 
two years and ordered to pay a £100 
victim surcharge.

The council will target areas where privately-rent¬ 
ed houses are not up to scratch. A pilot scheme will 
take place in Cape Hill followed by a second phase in 


Bearwood. 

They will look at taking 
enforcement action against 
landlords who keep homes 
in a poor state of repair and 
will work with partner or¬ 
ganisations to tackle issues 
including anti-social be¬ 
haviour, eyesore properties 
and litter. There are more 
than 2,000 privately-rented 
homes in the borough. The 
move comes after a consul¬ 
tation on a proposed selec¬ 
tive licensing scheme for 
private landlords. 

At present, the law only 
allows councils to bring in 
selective licensing where 
there’s low housing demand 
or significant and persistent 
anti-social behaviour linked 
to private landlords. 

Under the proposed 
scheme, private landlords in 
a selected area would have 
applied for a one-off licence 
for each house they let, met

various licence conditions 
and have been subject to a 
‘fit and proper persons’ test. 

But the council has de¬ 
cided not to go ahead with 
the scheme, saying there 
was not a strong enough 
link between anti-social 
behaviour and private¬ 
ly-rented homes for it to go 
ahead. 

Councillor Ian Jones said: 
“We’ve listened carefully 
to people, including land¬ 
lords, and thank everyone 
who took part in the con¬ 
sultation. There are a lot 
of good private landlords 
in Sandwell who recog¬ 
nise their responsibilities. 
We’ve got a good record in 
Sandwell of taking irre¬ 
sponsible landlords to court 
- and we’ll continue to do 
this.”

FOOTBALL club Arsenal took its 
name from the arms manufactur¬ 
ing plant in Woolwich, south east 
London. 

Yet only years before its founding 
in 1883 it was seriously proposed that 
the large-scale production of arms be 
moved from the capital to Cannock 
Chase. 

There were compelling arguments. Wool¬ 
wich was vulnerable to enemy attack and 
invasion, the transportation of raw mate¬ 
rials was expensive, wages were costly and 
there were very limited facilities for the 
trial of guns because of the dense popula¬ 
tion and the dampness of the locality. 

By contrast, Cannock Chase seemed an 
outstanding location. It was an immense 
moor of 25,000 acres that was 100 miles 
inland and in the middle of England. As 
such it offered more security for a national 
arsenal. 

The site was cheap, water was abundant, 
coal was below the ground and iron ore was

nearby. Furthermore, railways and canals 
cut through the Chase at several points, 
and the South Staffordshire Line ran 
through its centre, thus easily connecting it 
to all parts of the kingdom. 

And the villages that dotted the district 
could readily be expanded to provide hous¬ 
ing for the mechanics and labourers who 
would work there. 

The idea was never realised as the in¬ 
terests of Woolwich were too powerful and 
because Cannock Chase was transformed 
into one of the greatest mining centres in 
England. 

Coal became king on the Chase. As new 
mines were sunk, the name of Cannock - 
taken from the Welsh cnwc or Old English 
cnocc, for hill or hillock - remained pre-em¬ 
inent. 

Most authorities assert that the high 
ground that led to this remarkable place 


name was Shoal Hill. But in his authorita¬ 
tive dictionary of the Place Names of Staf¬ 
fordshire, David Horovitz points out that 
such a high place cannot be a deemed as a 
hillock. 

Instead he feels that Cannock is named 
after the slight hill of gravelly soil upon 
which the town was sited from at least the 
later Middle Ages. 

Furnaces 

Originally the inhabitants were part of 
the huge royal Forest of Cannock, which 
stretched from close to Stafford to near 
Walsall. It is believed this was as great as 
24,000 acres at the time of the Domesday 
Book in 1086. Within it were a number of 
hays (enclosures) for the management of 
deer, among them Cheslyn Hay. 

Coal was mined in a small way from as 
far back as 1298, while blast furnaces were 
in use on the Chase from the later 16th cen¬ 
tury. 

Thomas, the third Lord Paget of Beaude- 
sert, developed large-scale works that in¬ 


cluded mines of ironstone, two furnaces, 
two forges, and a handful of cottages for 
his workmen. But for all these examples of 
industrialism, as late as 1848, only 2,852 
people lived on the 20,000 acres of Cannock 
Chase. 

Researcher Frederick Hackwood says 
that from the mid-19th century ‘the vast 
heathery waste of Cannock gave way to 
the busy almost populous mining region of 
which it mainly consists today’. 

According to him, ‘the pioneers whose 
first sinkings led to the establishment of the 
present large collieries on the Chase were 
Mr William Harrison and the late John 
Robinson McClean MP, who began opera¬ 
tions in 1848’. 

The rapid expansion of mining on the 
Chase also led to the consequent rise in 
population. 

In 1872, Chasetown was described as 
‘deriving its existence from the coal-field’ 
and as such was remarkable for its rapid 
growth. As for Hednesford it was stated 
that this was ‘an entirely new town’.

Motorway 
roadworks 
scheme is 
under way 


MOTORISTS have been warned over disrup¬ 
tion on the M6 through the Black Country 
and Staffordshire as a series of overnight 
closures have got under way. 

From Tuesday drivers have been forced to find al¬ 
ternative routes after roadworks started as part of 
a £120 million scheme. The projects aims to extend 
the existing use of the hard shoulder as an extra 
lane. 


A series of overnight clo¬ 
sures are taking place over 
15 consecutive nights on the 
M6 southbound between 
junctions 10a for Wolver¬ 
hampton and the M54 and 
junction 13 for Stafford. 

And the agency advised 
more road closures are on 
the way in October. 

Highways Agency bosses 
said the closures to parts of 
the motorway and the slip 
roads was to enable work on 
updating overhead gantries. 

They claimed the scheme 
had been designed to min¬ 
imise disruption and say 
the overall projects aims to 
reduce congestion and pro¬ 
vide ‘more reliable journey 
times’ for motorists. 

Highways Agency project 
manager David Cooke said 
work on the scheme was al¬ 
ready ‘progressing well’. 

“We have carried out 
much of the necessary work 
within the hard shoulder 
and verges of the motor¬ 
way,” he said. 

“We are now ready to in¬ 
stall equipment on overhead 
gantries and to do this safely 
and quickly we need to close 
carriageways overnight. 

“We are also reconstruct¬ 
ing and strengthening some 
of the carriageway. At junc-

tion 12 we will need to close 
slip roads over two week¬ 
ends whilst we continue this 
work.” 

Bosses say works are 
scheduled to take place be¬ 
tween 10pm and 6am from 
Tuesdays to Thursdays, and 
on Friday between 10pm 
and 8am. 

At the weekend the clo¬ 
sures will be in place on Sat¬ 
urdays from 10pm to 10am 
and on Sundays from 10pm 
to 5.30am. The closures will 
be the same next week and 
include Monday night.

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Lantern 
makers' 
new code 
is issued 

A SINGLE one sparked the 
biggest blaze ever seen by 
West Midlands Fire Ser¬ 
vice, in Smethwick, and 
now a new code over the 
making of sky lanterns has 
been released. 

CCTV footage of the 
start of the huge blaze at 
Jayplas recycling centre in 
the town in July last year 
shows a sky lantern set¬ 
tling on open piles of waste. 

That single flame caused 
£6 million in damage after 
it ripped through 300 tons 
of recycling, and more 
than 200 firefighters were 
involved in tackling the 
flames. 

Now it is hoped that such 
incidents can be avoided 
in the future after the 
introduction of the new 
guidance by the Trading 
Standards Institute. 

It is hoped the code will 
ensure those who manufac¬ 
ture the lanterns are doing 
so safely. Phil Hales, the 
deputy chief fire officer at 
West Midlands Fire Ser¬ 
vice, said: “Following the 
Smethwick fire the ideal is 
that sky lanterns are not 
made, sold or used. 

“However we are realis¬ 
tic and a code of practice is 
a welcome step in the right 
direction.” 

The code sets limits on 
the shape and size of the 
lantern to ensure the flame 
inside cannot set light to 
its walls, and states that 
any unusual shapes such as 
hearts should be tested to 
assess their suitability for 
commercial production.

Wildlife boost as meadows 
to be introduced in town 


FOUR wildflower meadows filled with or¬ 
chids and other rare species of flower are 
being created in Smethwick. 

The Wildlife Trust for Birmingham and the Black 
Country is leading on the project, which has seen 28 
other meadows created in the West Midlands in the 


past year. Four parks will 
Playing Fields, Hall Park, 
Lewisham Park. 

Hay for the sites is being 
brought in from nearby Illey 
Pastures in Dudley, an an¬ 
cient meadow with such a 
rich mix of wildflowers that 
it has been designated a 
site of special scientific in¬ 
terest. The hay will be cut 
and brought to be strewn 
by volunteers on the new 
meadow sites in one day to 
ensure the seeds reach their 
destination while they are 
still fresh. 

Councillor Maria Cromp¬ 
ton, Sandwell Council’s 
environment chief, said: 
“This is an excellent pro¬ 
ject There is no doubt that 
more and more people are 
getting interested in their 
local environment and I 
would urge them to contact 
the organisers if they want 
to seek more information or 
get involved.” 

The planting is taking 
place as part of a £595,000 
Nature Improvement Area 
scheme, created by the 
government to drive the

THE refurbishment of 
Queen’s Square shopping cen¬ 
tre in West Bromwich is gath¬ 
ering pace as bosses revealed 
work would be completed by 
the end of the summer.

A CONSULTATION is un¬ 
der way on plans to scrap 
or reduce a school clothing 
allowance which helps some 
of the poorest families in 
Sandwell pay for uniforms. 

Sandwell Council is pro¬ 
posing to withdraw the 
funding for the scheme from 
April next year in a bid to 
help balance its books. Par¬ 
ents are now being asked 
to have their say on the 
proposals and consultation 
runs until September 8. 

Between September 2013 
and April this year, a total of 
2,622 pupils received school 
clothing vouchers at a cost 
of £62,000. 

The vouchers are made 
available to parents on a low 
income, who would be enti¬ 
tled to free school meals, to 
help towards the purchase 
of school clothing. 

Parents are able to use 
them when pupils are start 
school for the first time or 
transfer to, or in, secondary 
school. 

Cash grants of £25 for pu¬ 
pils in years 7 toll and £20 
for reception year pupils are 
available under the current 
scheme. 

The consultation, agreed 
by Councillor Simon Hack- 
ett, cabinet member for 
children’s services says: “As 
a result of the financial diffi¬ 
culties faced by local author¬ 
ities, Sandwell has to make 
difficult decisions about the 
discretionary services and 
support provided. 

“None of the neighbour¬ 
ing local authorities op¬ 
erates a school clothing 
assistance scheme.”

Firms sought for land 


A COUNCIL is search¬ 
ing for investors to bring 
much-needed industry and 
jobs on two sites put up for 
sale this week. 

The site of the former Albright 
Secondary School, in Popes Lane, 
Oldbury, and land off Kelvin Way in 
West Bromwich are being sold off by 
Sandwell Council in a bid to turn them 
into industrial parks. 

Officers hope the sale will attract de¬ 


velopers and employers from advanced 
industries, as well as creating 100 jobs 
at each site. 

The former school closed in 1983 
and was last used as the council’s 
training and development centre. The 
centre closed earlier this year. 

In March, work took place to knock 
down the buildings and pave the way 
for a new 205,000 sq ft industrial park, 
which was given planning permission 
by councillors the following month. 

Outline plans for the site also open 


the possibility for it to be turned into 
offices or used for green technologies 
including waste recycling and manage¬ 
ment.

Council admit to killing 220 
birds in pest control bid 


HUNDREDS of Canadian geese 
have been removed and killed from 
two parks in the Black Country by 
Sandwell Council. The move has 
prompted outrage from bird lovers 
- who secretly filmed pest control 
workers ushering the wildfowl into 
a van in Victoria Park in Tipton. 

The council has culled more than 
200 geese in the past two years. Ian 
Carroll, of Sandwell Swanwatch, 
said the decision to kill the 220 birds 
is the worst incident he has seen in 
his 17 years of rescuing geese. 

Councillor Maria Crompton, cab¬ 
inet member for highways and en¬ 
vironment, said the killings were 
carried out as humanely as possible 
and as a last resort. Mr Carroll said: 


“I am utterly staggered by the num¬ 
bers of geese that have been killed. I 
have spent the last 17 years rescuing 
swans and wildfowl in Sandwell who 
have been maimed by other animals 
or wanton acts of violence at the 
hands of thugs.” 

The wildlife rescuer filmed the 
workers ushering the birds, includ¬ 
ing baby goslings, into a van to be 
taken away and killed. He had sub¬ 
mitted a Freedom of Information 
request to the council who admitted 
they had humanely killed the geese. 
The council culled 150 geese in 2013 
from Dartmouth Park in West Bro¬ 
mwich and Victoria Park in Tipton, 
with a further 70 being culled this 
year from Victoria Park.

Parking fear brings 
homes plan change 

FRESH plans to demolish a pub and replace it with 
homes have been submitted after a councillor voiced 
concerns about parking. 

Developer Kalwant Singh Bains had previously ap¬ 
plied to demolish The Bird In Hand pub in Thorneycroft 
Road, Heath Town, Wolverhampton, and replace it with 
a total of six homes. Under the plans, the pub will be 
razed to the ground and replaced by five terraced houses, 
and a flat above a garage. 

However, Councillor Milkinder Jaspal voiced concerns 
about parking problems in the area, and Mr Bains has 
now modified the plans in an attempt to address that. 

Councillor Jaspal said he welcomed regeneration but 
said there had been issues with parked cars along that 
stretch of road. 

Mr Bains has now amended his plans to alleviate con¬ 
cerns over parking. The plans will now be considered by 
city planners. _ 
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Man gets 17 
months' jail 
for assault 
on worker 

A PERVERT who subjected a woman social 
worker to a sustained sexual assault, return¬ 
ing to attack his victim four times, has been 
jailed for 17 months. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court was told how Sunny 
Dutt, who had only been released from custody 11 
days earlier, apologised to his victim after the first 
attack - and then proceeded to attack her another 
three times. 

The assault had left the 
woman severely trauma¬ 
tised and unable to resume 
full duties at work following 
the attack. 

Dutt, aged 23, of Stanton 
Road, Great Barr, was also 
ordered to register as a sex 
offender for 10 years after 
pleading guilty to sexual as¬ 
sault. Mr David Lees, pros¬ 
ecuting, said the victim had 
been prescribed sleeping 
tablets and anti-depressants 
by her GP following the as¬ 
sault, and her relationships 
with friends and family had 
suffered. 

“Following the incident 
she feels she is not the same 
person, she has lost her 
confidence, she feels scared 
of being in places where 
there are large groups,” 
said Mr Lees. Mr Lees said 
the woman was returning to 
her car after making a home 
call in the Sandwell area on 
June 22 this year. 

As she walked back to her 
car, she was talking on her 
mobile phone to her man¬ 
ager when Dutt touched 
her. She turned around 
and saw him running off to¬ 
wards a bridge, and contin¬ 
ued talking on her phone, 
telling her manager what 
had happened. 

“The defendant then ran 
back, telling the complain¬ 
ant he wanted to apologise. 

City fares well for 
second step buyers 

WOLVERHAMPTON is ranked as the sixth most afforda¬ 
ble place in the UK for second stepper couples looking to 
buy their first family home. 

Research carried out by property search engine Place- 
buzz.com found the price difference for a move from a one 
or two-bedroom flat to a terraced or semi-detached house 
in the city is £28,768 or 29.2 per cent. 

Homeowners on the first rung of the property ladder in 
Swansea had the smallest percentage jump to the second 
rung. The average price of a one to two bedroom flat in 
Swansea is £133,561, compared to £146,448 for a terraced 
or semi-detached house - a price difference of just £12,887, 
which is around 57 per cent of the average annual salary in 
Swansea, which stands at £22,829. 

In Wolverhampton the average salary is £22,475 with the 
price difference equivalent to 128 per cent.

The court heard that only 
four days earlier Dutt had 
been released from custody 
after serving a 28-month 
sentence for robbery. 

Mr Gurdeep Garcha, for 
Dutt, said he was full of re¬ 
morse for what he had done, 
and offered an unreserved 
apology to his victim. “He is 
disgusted with himself and 
feels a sense of shame that 
he has brought on his fam¬ 
ily,” he said. 

“He consumed far too 
much alcohol and lost all 
sense of himself.”

High Street gets road 
safety improvements 

BETWEEN 2008 and 2013, there were 
41 recorded road accidents between 
St Michaels Road and Dudley Street at 
Carters Green. 63 people were injured 
with 20 of them being pedestrians. 

There is already a 20mph speed limit in 
force along the High Street, but we need to 
make further improvements to slow the traffic 
down. 

This will make it safer for drivers and pedestri¬ 
ans. The council therefore proposes to widen the 
pavements and improve traffic signals to make the 
High Street safer for pedestrians, reduce accidents, 
discourage speeding and stop drivers overtaking 
dangerously. 

Consultation 

The proposals cover the stretch of High Street 
between Sandwell Road and Lombard Street; and 
Lombard Street to New Street. 

The council undertook consultation with the local 
community and traders which finished on August 
13. 

If the proposals are approved work could start 
later this year.

In the market for 
a brighter future 


ANY type of major town centre 
refurbishment works are some¬ 
times regarded as, at best, a 
necessary inconvenience, and at 
worst a cause of real disruption 
to people’s lives and livelihoods. 

In West Bromwich, the council’s 
markets service has seen the ongoing 
High Street refurbishment works as a 
real opportunity. 

The current static market stalls have been 
situated on Princess and Duchess Parades 


for nearly a decade. They replaced old 
demountable aluminium stalls which were 
erected and dismantled on a daily basis. 
How many people remember walking down 
the High Street with stall bars rattling and 
candy striped canopies flapping around in 
the wind? 

Needs 

These stalls had undoubtedly come to 
the end of their working life, and the task 
was set to provide stalls which met and 
indeed exceeded the needs of the modern 
market trader. 

The resultant static stalls were solid, in¬ 


corporated lighting and guttering, and best 
of all an innovative, unique folding table 
design which enabled traders to have either 
a walk in stall, a stall with a half size table or 
a full width table. 

They were offset in the High Street to fit 
in with the existing pedestrianised scheme, 
and were well received by traders and other 
market operators alike, to the extent that 
their design characteristics were subse¬ 
quently emulated by other market operators 
across the country. 

To enable the works to take place, a 
number of basic but functional temporary 


stalls were provided on the central portion 
of the High Street, enabling the static stalls 
to be dismantled and removed at appro¬ 
priate times, while still enabling trading to 
continue. 

While off site, the static stalls were 
refurbished and their design amended, and 
they have now all been re-installed in their 
new position. 

So look past the current disruption, 
continue to enjoy the quality, service, and 
value brought to you by your local market, 
and look forward to a bright trading future 
for the town centre.

ALBUM REVIEWS 


GOOD music is coming at 
the double this summer with 
three female duos producing 
contrasting but well-accom¬ 
plished albums. 

The relocation of Alabama siblings 
The Pierces to California has paid div¬ 
idends with a classic West Coast feel 
to their new album Creation. If break¬ 
through You & I was sunshine pop then 
Creation introduces a little melancholy 
shadow into their harmonious sound. 
Songs like Believe In Me and Honest 
Man could appeal to Fleetwood Mac 
fans, whilst Must Be Something and 
the gorgeous Elements even channel 
some Abba spirit. Catch Allison and 
Catherine at Birmingham Glee Club on 
September 24. 

Feisty Glaswegians Stina Tweed- 
ale (vocals/guitar) and Shona McVicar 
(drums) deliver punky power pop with 
plenty of ‘don’t mess with us’ attitude 
on their swaggering eponymous debut 
Honeyblood. Killer Bangs delivers a 
sugar rush whilst I’d Rather Be Any¬ 
where But Here shows their bittersweet 
side. They should raise the roof at the 
Hare and Hounds in Kings Heath on 
September 26. 

Ward Thomas sound like the latest 
rising stars from Nashville but these 
20-year-old twins are from Hampshire. 
Singers and songwriters Lizzy and 
Catherine impress with the honky tonk 
opener Push For The Stride and con¬ 
temporary country toe-tappers on their 
debut From Where We Stand. Ward 
Thomas play Birmingham Glee with 
The Shires on November 4. 

Irish singer/songwriter Sinead 
O’Connor marks 30 years making mu¬ 
sic with I’m Not Bossy, I’m The Boss, 
her most accessible and rocking album 
for many years. She’s apparently reju¬ 
venated on the cover (thanks to a wig 


and figure-hugging rubber) but this is 
special because of the blend of vulner¬ 
ability and maturity in her remarkably 
emotive voice. She hits her righteously 
strident stride on Take Me To Church 
and Streetcars makes a tender finale. 

It’s been a long wait for La Roux’s 
second album, five years in fact, but 
Elly Jackson has finally delivered an 
excellent blend of disco and synth pop 
that surpasses her 1980s obsessed 
debut. Trouble In Paradise is short 
at nine tracks in just over 40 minutes, 
but boasts songs that do that deja vu 
familiarity trick, including Chic-like Up¬ 
tight Downtown and Blondie flavoured 
Kiss And Not Tell. Catch her at The In¬ 
stitute in Digbeth on November 8. 

Welsh pop maverick and sometime 
genius Gruff Rhys, formerly of Super 
Furry Animals, blends melancholy pop 
and rollicking rockabilly on American 
Interior, an eccentric concept album 
about the quest for a Welsh speaking 
Native American tribe. Be enlightened 


when he plays Birmingham Glee Club 
on September 15. 

Charlie Simpson finally escapes the 
shadow of his band Busted (he refused 
to join McBusted) with folk-tinted pop 
rock album Long Road Home which is 
a real grower with its memorable title 
track and the Mumford-like Comets. 

International hit Budapest has cata¬ 
pulted George Ezra, a guitar-slinging 
singer/songwriter from Hertford with 
a smoky deep voice that belies his 
youth (he’s 21), to the upper reaches 
of the album charts with his debut al¬ 
bum Wanted On Voyage. He will be in 
concert at The Institute in Digbeth on 
October 25. 

Escape to the 1950s exotica of Les 
Baxter on the Cherry Red reissue of 
his kitsch orchestral tunes inspired by 
tropical islands and the mysterious 
east. It features original lounge classic 
Quiet Village plus lots of bonus mate¬ 
rial. Pour yourself a Mai Tai and enjoy.

The L200 does the lifestyle pick-up 
thing better than any other model. 

It offers more adventurous styling and 
high spec versions called Warrior and Bar¬ 
barian with lots of equipment. The under¬ 
lying vehicle is more of a mixed bag. Build 
quality and road manners could be better 
but the L200 is manoeuvrable, tough and 
looks like good value for money. 

Whichever L200 model you choose, and 
there are quite a few of them, there’s a 2.5-li- 
tre common-rail injection diesel engine up front 
doing the hard work. In standard form, this en¬ 
gine turns in a healthy 134bhp and torque of 
314Nm at 2,000rpm but a high power option is 
also available that tickles the output up to a ma¬ 
cho 175bhp with 400Nm at 2,000rpm in manual 
form. This latter unit is capable of hitting 62mph 
from standstill in 12.1s before rumbling on to a 
111mph top speed. 

The less powerful L200s take 15s to reach 
62mph and will eventually attain 103mph. The 
five-speed manual gearbox comes as standard 
but a five-speed automatic is also offered that 
features a Sport mode. 

The L200 rides on a no-nonsense ladder 
frame chassis with multi-link front suspension 
and heavy duty leaf springs at the rear. It’s the 
standard set-up in the pick-up world and what 
it lacks in finesse on the tarmac it makes up for 
in strength and ability in the rough. Pick-up ride 
quality always leaves something to be desired 
compared to 4x4 passenger cars but the L200 
doesn’t do too badly. 

Some pick-ups have entry-level front-wheel- 
drive versions but not the L200. Whether it’s 
the Easy Select 4WD system on the entry-level 
models or the Super Select 4WD set-up on the 


L of a pick-up 



range-topping versions, all have all-wheel-drive. 
Easy Select models should be run in 2WD mode 
in normal conditions with a locked 4WD mode 
selectable on low friction surfaces. 

The Super Select is an advanced full time 
4x4 set-up similar to that found in Mitsubishi’s 
Shogun. It allows the L200 to be driven in 2WD 
or fulltime 4WD mode on the road without the 
excessive wear and tear suffered by part time 
systems as a result of transmission wind-up. In 
slippery off-road situations, a further 4WD mode 
can be selected which maximises traction by 
locking the centre differential. Both of the sys¬ 
tems are operated by the traditional and rather 
clunky lever sited alongside the gear stick which 
seems slightly dated when compared to the 
dash-mounted dials used by rival manufactur¬ 
ers. 

Extensive 

There are three basic bodystyles to mull over. 
The single cab is reserved very much for busi¬ 
nesses that need a proper old school working 
pick-up. Its traditional two seats and extensive 
2,220mm load length mean it prioritises cargo 
over cabin and it’s only offered in the base trims. 
The second option is the Club cab. This is for 
single cab customers who might occasionally 
need to transport more than one passenger. It 
offers a 1,805mm load length with additional ca¬ 
pacity behind the cabin’s front seats for secure 
storage or to seat a couple of small ones. 

Most L200 customers opt for a double cab 
body, a variant offered in any trim level you like. 
This is a four-door five-seater model with a de¬ 
cent amount of legroom for the rear passengers 
and seat backs angled at a comfortable 25 de¬ 
grees. There has to be a compromise for this ex¬ 
tra passenger space and it comes in the shape 
of a modest 1,325mm load length in standard 
guise. The solution is the Long Bed version of 
this model with an extra 18cms of load length. 


Whichever L200 bodystyle you choose, it will 
have a 1,085mm load width, a capacity to carry 
in excess of 1,000kg and a 2,700kg braked trail¬ 
er towing limit. 

The L200 trim level range reflects its goal of 
catering for business and private buyers. You 
have 4Work models at the base of the range 
equipped only with the basics. That means CD 
stereo, steel wheels, and the basic Easy Select 
4x4 system. 4Life is a little plusher with air-con¬ 
ditioning, electric windows and keyless entry 
but still has the utilitarian feel. Beyond that, we 
reach the high series L200s, double cab ver¬ 
sions dubbed Warrior and Barbarian. These 


are the bigger sellers and the models that re¬ 
ally crossover between business and pleasure 
usage. 

All of the high series L200 models feature 
the M-ASTC traction and stability control sys¬ 
tem as standard which is a really useful addi¬ 
tion. The Warrior also features 17” alloy wheels, 
body-coloured wheel-arches, cruise control and 
climate control. 

The Barbarian is actually rather civilised, add¬ 
ing a colour screen satellite navigation system, 
a reversing camera, full 
leather trim and numerous styling accesso¬ 
ries.

New car buyers are moving 
back towards petrol engines 
after years of diesel domina¬ 
tion, if Ford’s latest sales fig¬ 
ures are any guide. 

The company has revealed that 
its multi-award-winning 1.0-litre 
Ecoboost turbocharged petrol 
engine now powers one in every 
five cars sold in Europe, totalling 
120,000 vehicles from January to 
the end of June.

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Peugeot’s 
new estate 
will tick all 
the boxes 
for families

Peugeot has been very thorough in adapting 
its current European Car of the Year for the 
role of load lugging estate to take on some 
formidable opposition. 

It means the new 308 SW can stand its corner 
against the likes of a VW Golf, SEAT Leon or Ford 
Focus as family holdall with more practicality than a 
hatchback. 

To make sure the SW is up to the mark in the down to 
earth world of family motoring, it has front and rear wheels 
further apart than on the hatchback, with a little of the extra 
room devoted to rear seat passengers, but most of the extra 
space released for luggage. 

Ramping up the practicality quotient, the split/folding rear 
seats flop forward at the pull of a couple of levers in the boot 
sides to give a floor so near perfectly flat you’ll never notice 
the tiny incline, unlike the ski slope of some other estates 
and SUVs. 

The resultant 1,660 litres of load space betters the Golf 
and SEAT by a little (both with 1,620 litres), while the Focus, 
with 1,502 litres of space, is kicked into the long grass. 

Boon 

A useful added touch of practicality is the little ski hatch 
between the seats that will be a boon on trips to the DIY 
store for long, thin bits of wood. Also, the boot cover retracts 
into its own cassette, which then stows securely out of the 
way in a slot under the boot floor. 

Peugeot missed a trick by not letting the front passenger 
seat flop forward to get the absolute most out of the space 
inside their new machine, but otherwise they’ve done a thor¬ 
ough job of the move from hatch to estate. 

So thorough that the £700 premium for all that extra stow¬ 
age space and a little more room in the back seats looks 
more than reasonable. 

The 308 SW range starts at £16,845 for a version pow¬ 
ered by Peugeot’s new 1.2-litre engine; a three-cylinder unit 
chosen for its economy potential and the same basic design 
that’s rapidly becoming an industry standard in the race to 
cut consumption and exhaust pipe pollution. 

The range then expands to take in more powerful version 
of the same 1.2-litre petrol unit, along with a couple of die¬ 
sels, with 1.6 and 2.0-litre displacements, and tops out at 
£25,145 for a bells and whistles Feline trim car with auto¬ 
matic gears. 

Every 308 SW shares the same dashboard found in the 
hatchback, which means drivers new to the car will need 
to get used to a tiny steering wheel designed to let you see 
the instrument panel over the top of the rim not through it, 
like you find in just about every other car made this last half 
century. 

Bold 

It’s a bold design move from Peugeot and there are peo¬ 
ple who never find the new arrangement as easily mastered 
as taking the conventional route. Lots of others soon don’t 
notice, while enjoying the mildly go-kart feel imparted by 
that small steering wheel. 

Design feature number two is a dashboard almost devoid 
of switches, with just about everything consigned to a big 
screen activated by a tap or two of the driver’s fingers. It 
certainly declutters the cockpit but renders some apparently 
simple commands (changing the radio channel, adjusting 
temperatures, for instance) more complex than before. 

The 308 SW drives in precisely the same manner as its 
slightly smaller hatchback sibling, which means it’s up there 
with the class best in terms of ride and ability to tackle a 
corner with zest and aplomb. 

Those are two words you didn’t associate with Peugeot 
for years, but the brand is rediscovering its mojo, which 
used to mean an easy going sense of style, and hopefully 
is back on track. 

Couple that with the deeply drawn practicality of the new 
SW version of the 308 (and the near certainty of beating 
40mpg however you drive) and Peugeot’s winning streak 
looks set to continue.

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supermini 
is setting 
standard

Citroen’s DS3 supermini has proved to be 
the strongest Citroen sales success story of 
recent years. 

Now it’s been lightly refreshed with more efficient 
Euro6-compliant engines, smart new lights on select¬ 
ed versions and some extra hi-tech equipment op¬ 
tions. 

Otherwise, the recipe is much as before, with a three- 
door-only range of hard-top or cabrio models, striking prac¬ 
tical design both inside and out, a range of proven engines 
and a huge variety of personalisation options. 

This DS3 is a trendy small car in the MINI or Fiat 500 
mould. Nothing especially ground-breaking about that, you 
might think - but stop and consider for a moment. 

Before this Citroen arrived, established thinking suggest¬ 
ed that a fashionable little urban trinket of this kind had 
to have a ‘retro’ look, with style harking back to an older 
classic model: all very nice but also pretty cramped when it 
came to carrying people and packages. 

So the DS3 turned that thinking on its head, complete¬ 
ly new and practical but also instantly iconic. Other brands 
have tried the same thing but with this car, only Citroen 
has truly succeeded. Now the formula has been subtly im¬ 
proved. 

So what’s it like to drive? 

Well, you get in and settle into a sculpted seat that’s set 
sporty. Ahead of you, the compact steering wheel feels 
just right and all the vital dials are set in a deeply-cowled, 
chrome-edged triple pod. Turn the key and both speedo 
and rev counter zip around their dials and return to zero. 
You’re ready to go. 

Pokier 

Under the bonnet of mainstream hard-top and cabrio 
models, petrol people get the choice of an entry-level 82bhp 
petrol 1.2 or various forms of 1.6-litre power, either a 120bhp 
VTi model or the THP 155bhp turbocharged unit. That ver¬ 
sion makes 62 from rest in just 7.3 seconds on the way to 
135mph, so it’s as quick as a pricier MINI Cooper S. 

There’s even a pokier 204bhp ‘Racing’ version offered in 
limited numbers to cabrio buyers. 

The major change though, is in the diesel range where 
more modern ‘BlueHDi’ 100 and 120bhp units are offered 
for the first time. 

Prices start at around £12,500 but there’s a premium of 
just over £2,500 to pay if you want the desirable cabrio ver¬ 
sion. 

Citroen is keen to emphasis the amount of technology it 
has squeezed into the DS3. DSign, DStyle and DSport are 
the main trim levels and the options list includes items such 
as cruise control with a speed limiter, a classy MPS-com¬ 
patible stereo system with a sub woofer in the boot and the 
MyWay satellite navigation system. 

Safety equipment includes ESP stability control as stand¬ 
ard an advanced ABS braking system and six airbags. 

Personalisation is a term that is cropping up with increas¬ 
ing regularity when we talk about trendy small cars and 
this revised DS3 further embraces it with things like a la¬ 
ser-etched dashboard strip and a screen-printed rear win¬ 
dow. There are wider colour and wheel options too. 

As before, the roof, mirrors, dashboard, rubbing strips 
and wheels come in various colours and whichever body¬ 
work colour you choose, you get a matching key fob. 

Clever 

Safety-wise, buyers also now get the chance to specify 
the clever ‘Active City Brake’ system. Here, a radar scans 
the road ahead at low speeds. 

If a potential collision hazard is detected, you’ll be 
warned. If you don’t respond - or aren’t able to - the car 
with automatically brake to reduce the severity of any result¬ 
ing accident. 

The revised DS3 models get new Euro 6-compliant die¬ 
sel and petrol engines. Diesel drivers now get the choice of 
BlueHDi 120 and BlueHDi 100 units, both engines offering 
more power and lower emissions. 

Thanks to the use of leading-edge technology, including 
SCR (Selective Catalytic Reduction), NOx emissions are cut 
by 90 per cent, while C02emissions are cut by up to four 
per cent. 

The BlueHDi 100 variant is class-leading in terms of emis¬ 
sions, producing just 79g/km of C02. The BlueHDi 120 
emits 94g/km of C02. 

As well as reducing emissions and delivering greater lev¬ 
els of performance, both engines improve fuel efficiency, 
boasting figures of up to 94mpg for the BlueHDi 100 and up 
to 78mpg for the BlueHDi 120 version. 

Citroen has also developed a Euro 6-compliant entry-level 
petrol unit, the ‘PureTech e-VTi 82 ETG’. Delivering 69mpg 
over a combined cycle and producing just 95g/km of C02, it 
comes only with the automated manual ETG (Efficient Tron¬ 
ic Gearbox).

The club are thought to have held talks 
with the 29-year-old over a possible move 
to the Hawthorns after the head coach con¬ 
firmed they are in the race to sign the for¬ 
mer Celtic and Manchester City man. 

Samaras is a free agent having left Park- 
head in the summer and has also held talks 
with Malaga. 

While in Scotland, the forward built a

and starred for his national side at the 
World Cup this summer. 

This has not gone unnoticed by Albion, 
who have done their homework, and Irvine 
believes he is a player who could improve 
Albion’s current squad. 

“We are trying to do our due diligence 
with every player,” said Irvine. 

“You contact everyone you know that 
would know a particular player or are in 
touch with people who know them. 


“You find a way of getting as much infor¬ 
mation as possible. 

“The picture of Georgios Samaras would 
be somebody who has played extremely well 
in some very big games over the last few 
years, for Greece and for Celtic. 

“He looks like the type of player who 
could help us but we have to have a lot of 
different options on the go and that is what 
we have at this moment.” 

Irvine insists the club are keen to get 
deals done well before the closing of the 
transfer window to avoid the stress of dead¬ 
line day. 


By the same token the head coach is not 
expecting to lose any members of his squad 
before the end of the month and does not 
expect any bids to be accepted from Burnley 
for Craig Dawson. 

The Clarets had three bids for the cen¬ 
tre-back - the latest of which was believed 
to be in the region of £2million - rejected 
by Albion. 

“There is nothing happening at the mo¬ 
ment, nobody is coming for our players at 
the moment and hopefully that will remain 
the case,” he said.

ALBION were spared ultimate cup hu¬ 
miliation as Jason Davidson clinched 
an epic penalty shoot-out win. 

Davidson’s spot-kick on his full debut secured 
a 7-6 shoot-out win for the Baggies after they 
had squandered a 1-0 lead in the final minutes 
of normal time. 


An own-goal had given 
the hosts the lead just be¬ 
fore the half-hour but a 
woeful second-half display 
encouraged Michael Apple¬ 
ton’s Us, who levelled in 
the dying moments through 
Danny Hylton. 

There were no goals in 
extra-time and, after James 
Morrison and Brown Ideye 
had missed for the Baggies 
and Michael Collins and 
Tom Newey for Oxford, 
Boaz Myhill saved from 
Jake Wright to give David¬ 
son a chance to win it.

The Australia interna¬ 
tional found the top corner 
to spare the blushes of Alan 
Irvine’s men. 

Albion made a bright 
start and went close in the 
opening moments. 

First Stephane Sessegnon 
found some room wide on 
the right and crossed to¬ 
wards the near post, where 
Chris Brunt turned the ball 
goalwards with his chest. 

Visiting keeper Max Cro- 
combe initially fumbled the 
ball but was able to gather 
before Brunt could seize on 
the rebound. 

Then Davidson burst 
down the left and pulled 
the ball back to the feet of 
Sessegnon, who tried his 
luck from long-range with a 
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skidding low shot that only 
just crept wide. 

But Oxford found their 
feet to make the Baggies 
work a little harder. 

They could have suffered, 
however, from Sheffield 
United’s decision to prevent 
loanee goalkeeper George 
Long from playing in the 
cup as stand-in Crocombe 
spilled almost everything 
that flew at him early on. 

But Crocombe could do 
little to prevent his side fall¬ 
ing behind on 29 minutes 
through a comical own-goal. 
Andre Wisdom galloped for¬ 
ward energetically for the 
hosts and, when his cross 
was missed by Jake Wright, 
it hit the legs of Jonny Mul¬ 
lins and flew into the bot¬ 
tom corner. 

Irvine’s men might have 
doubled their lead when 
Ideye produced a smart 
turn and snap-shot that 
flew narrowly over. With 
four minutes remaining Ox¬ 
ford levelled when Hylton 
stooped to nod in. 

In the dying seconds of 
extra-time Dawson’s headed 
‘goal’ from a Morrison cor¬ 
ner was chalked off for a 
foul to send the tie to pen¬ 
alties.

Clark in 
tribute to 
Bees side

FRUSTRATED Birming¬ 
ham boss Lee Clark paid 
tribute to 10-man Brentford 
after the London side’s stir¬ 
ring second-half fightback 
earned them a deserved 1-1 
draw. 

It was a game of two 
halves at Griffin Park as the 
visitors should have been 
out of sight by the break be¬ 
fore the Bees dominated the 
second spell. 

Brentford’s achievement 
was all the more impressive 
after they lost skipper Tony 
Craig after just 15 minutes 
for a foul on former Bee 
Clayton Donaldson. 

Paul Caddis stepped up to 
send Bees goalkeeper David 
Button the wrong way from 
the spot, and his side looked 
set to run riot. But Brent¬ 
ford dug in and were a dif¬ 
ferent proposition after the 
break, creating chance after 
chance of their own. 

And, when substitute 
Moses Odubajo raced 40 
yards to chip over on-rush- 
ing Blues goalkeeper Dar¬ 
ren Randolph in the 79th 
minute, it was no more than 
the hosts deserved. Clark 
said: “We have had chances 
to finish it in the first half, 
but if I’m honest Brentford 
deserved something.”
